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Summary 

The Black-dots disease of Gloiopeltis furcata caused by Guignardia Gloiopeltidis 
was found in Hokkaido by K. Miyabe and J. Tokida (1948). This parasitic íungus 
was observed also on Gloiopeltis tenax collected at Yoshimi, Yamaguchi Pref. In 
this coast, the damage by this fungus is insignificant up to the present.
